Controversy on Fund Transfer Continues 

SCHOOL COMMITTEE BUDGET COMES 
BEFORE TOWN COUNCIL TONIGHT 


The request of the School 
Committee to transfer funds 
from its operation budget to its 
transportation account will a- 
gain come before the Town 
Council at its regular meeting 
Monday, April 1 at 8 p.m. 

The transfer was postponed 
at the March 18 meeting of the 
Town Council when Councilor 
Frederick -Nardi exercised his 
right of objecting to the taking 
of the vote. The town charter 
allows a charter objection on 
the first occasion that the 
question on adoption of mea¬ 
sure is put to the council if a 
single member objects to the 
taking of the vote. 

Following the March 18 
postponement and the report of 
an alleged “cash crisis” in the 
Springfield Daily News, March 
19, Nardi issued a statement to 
the Agawam Citizen giving the 
reasons for his move. 

It was reported that as a re¬ 
sult of Nardi’s comments in this 
newspaper that Frank Locke, 
president of the School Com¬ 
mittee, presented a prepared 
statement to the Town Council 
on March 26. 

A copy of the statement was 
given to the Agawam Citizen by 
Nardi on March 27. Nardi said: 
"I received a copy of a state¬ 
ment that was presented to the 
Town Council dated March 26, 
1974. It was presented by Mr. 
Locke of the School Com¬ 
mittee. The statement was in

‘The days of the parrot are over 
and the ostrich has taken flighf 

Silence — not angry or aloof silence, but a quietness which 
allows time for things to work out — can be of utmost 
importance where explosive issues are concerned. 

Whenever a problem, for one reason or another, becomes an 
open issue, two things are a certainty: the first implusive 
statements made will be triggered by feelings rather than 
considered thought; and the answering statements sparked by 
these immoderate first words will go them one better. 

Many times there is started a process that becomes almost 
impossible to stop. Thoughts and actions are concentrated on 
charges and countercharges that quickly become the eye of a 
storm. This storm may well develop into a destructive cyclone if 
those who might have remained calm feel obligated to join the 
fray. 

During such stormy times the person is blessed who knows 
how to stay out of the talk; and even more blessed is he who 
gives others a chance to drop the subject — wait out the storm 
— and allow time and silence to do their healing before the talk 
is resumed. 

Most of us will be able to speak with more restraint and more 
appreciation of long range consequences if a cooling off period 
is offered. In time of crisis, one of the ways we can extend to 
others a chance to cool off is by simply keeping still ourselves. 
Perhaps by moving the talk toward the silence of thinking 
things over, we can make our remarks brief and quiet rather 
than inflammatory. 

Silence— the kind that encourages understanding in an age 
of many destructive misunderstandings — once seemed to us to 
be worth trying. It does not always work. It does not always 
justify the effort it takes. When the penalty for remaining silent 
becomes a pointed finger, like cries of “unfair” for a 
controversy we did not perpetrate — it is time for silence to be 
broken. 

At the risk of bringing down the wrath of the accusers, we 
refuse to come to the sinner’s bench... refuse to join those who 
insist on including us in their ritual of trying to “speak softly 
and carry a big stick”. We refuse to wear the cloak of collective 
guilt 

Our decision was not quick. It has taken many hours of 
listenting, reading, observing, discussing. Once the decision 
was made we discovered the splinters of the attack from 
hysterical accusers could be extracted in one intense, 
ten-minute session without leaving a festering spot to nag our 
conscience. 

Our editorial this week — and the decision to break our 
silence — was prompted, in part, by a statement read by Frank 
Locke, president of the School Committee, to the Town 
Council. Locke’s statement to the Council was in response, or 
defense — whichever way you choose to look at it — to 
comments made by Councilor Frederick Nardi in this 
newspaper last week. 

After Councilor Nardi released his statement to the Agawam 
Citizen, we made every effort to contact Dr. Gardner and Mr. 
Locke for their views. All efforts to contact Mr. Locke were 
unsuccessful. Our last effort to contact Dr. Gardner resulted in 
his return of our telephone call 

When Dr. Gardner returned our earlier call it was several 
hours past our final deadline. As a matter of fact, the paper was 
already being printed. Pursuant to Dr. Gardner’s call to our 
office, we explained the purpose of our earlier efforts to reach 
him (which we had also explained to the person taking our 
initial call) and even apologized because it was too late to 
include his comments about the opposition of the transfer of 
funds requested by the School Committee. In essence, Dr. 
Gardner’s comments to us during our conversation were that 
both he and the School Committee were concerned about the

continuing of bus transportation. Dr. Gardner also pointed out 
that both the School Committee and the State had set certain 
requirements for bus transportation that included safety and 
the distance students should be allowed to walk. 

Dr. Gardner knew we were doing a news story about the 
transfer of funds being postponed — we told him. Yet, Dr. 
Gardner, Mr. Locke and no member of the School Committee 
contacted us after reading Councilor Nardi’s comments in our 
newspaper. Instead, Mr. Locke read a prepared statement to 
the Town Council on Tuesday, March 26, expressing concern 
about the story in our newspaper. 

The statement, read by Mr. Locke to the Town Council, was 
released to us along with Councilor Nardi’s statement which 
appears in this issue. Whether or not we agree with Councilor 
Nardi's comments and his criticism of the school budget, we 
must credit the councilor for asking that Mr. Locke’s statement 
be published. 

We must also say that we believe Councilor Nardi has a right 
to his individual opinion and further state that it is time to 
break the editorial silence of this newspaper to set forth two 
strong and important points in our policy. 

1) We endorse, without equivocation, the right of an 
individual to express opinion; 2) We do not advocate, in any 
manner, secrecy in government. 

When opinion is suppressed the product is ignorance, 
hatred, ill-will and poor government. An open press permits the 
citizen to vote intelligently, pay his taxes on time, participate in 
political discussion and political organizations, and in general, 
to play the role of a free man in a democratic form of 
government. . . and enforces among officials a sense of public 
responsibility. Secrecy, whether in local government or 
international diplomacy, permits chicanery and corruption. A 
people’s knowledge of what is happening — or not happening 
— in government is the very foundation of a democracy. The 
most enlightened people have always been those whose news 
columns have been kept free. 

If, as indicated in Mr. Locke’s statement, the School 
Committee was offended by Councilor Nardi’s choice of words 
in stating his opinion, perhaps we should remember that there 
have always been words about words. As far back as the 7th 
century. B.C., during the rule of Phillip II, Plutarch was 
sounding off about semantics when he called the Macedonians 
rude and clownish because “they call a spade a spade". 
Hundreds of years later in 1879, English historian Robert 
Seton-Watson responded: “In our Victorian dislike of the 
practice of calling a spade a bloody shovel, it is not necessary to 
go to the opposite extreme of calling it an agricultural 
implement." 

Whether some individuals or groups ignore us or 
acknowledge us; or other publishers are too selfish to accept us; 
or refer to us, as did The Springfield Daily News, as a “local 
newsapaer" rather than our true and rightful title of Agawam 
Citizen, we are not going away. We will continue to subscribe to 
massive ojectivity, total candor and perhaps, at times, brazen 
bitchery if necessary. 

If it is true that "everything’s fair in love and war", we are on 
solid ground. We have a deep and abiding love of 
communication, ongoing dialogue and an affinity for 
newspapering that will never dminish. We also have an 
inherent loathing for “monologuing in unison" and a healthy 
fear of war. But, we are not even close to being battle weary.

This week Governor Sargent 
filed a doubleheaded budget 
The $78 million request com¬ 
bines a deficiency budget for 
fiscal 1974 and a supple¬ 
mentary budget for fiscal 1975. 

The bulk of the requested 
appropriations would benefit 
the cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth. 

The House members fought 
hard to include two items in the 
supplementary budget of last 
fall. They were the money owed 
under statutes earlier passed by 
the legislature to cities and 
towns in lieu of property taxes 
on state owned land and for 
school transportation. These 
items were included in the 
budget that was submitted to 
the governor, but they were 
pocket vetoed by him. 

The response to letters sent 
to mayors and selectmen asking 
their active support for inclu¬ 
sion of these two items at that 
time showed overwhelming 
support and a pervasive very 
strong feeling that the State 
must pay these monies in order 
to lighten the burden on the 
property taxpayer. 

Thus it is good news that 
$11.5 million for loss of taxes 
and $12.8 million for school 
transportation have been in¬ 
cluded to cover what is owed for 
the last year. 

In addition, $640,000 has 
been included to cover the

School Committee Budget .... 

Town Councilors to the school 
budget sessions. What a joke! 
If the School Department really 
wanted to cooperate they would 
have given these three council¬ 
ors a copy of their budget. But 
instead, they were given some 
papers to look at and allowed 
use of some work sheets. Then, 
to add insult to injury, all three 
councilors were asked to sign 
their name on the papers at the 
end of each session and the 
papers were kept by the School 
Department, rather than 
allowing them to be taken 
home so the information could 
be studied. What kind of 
cooperation is this? 

“Come off your white horses 
and take off your shining 
armor. Your budget as pre¬ 
sented is 15 per cent over last 
year. This does not include the 
$800,000 that you turned over 
to the Council for School main¬ 
tenance. Add this figure and 
you have a whopping 20 per 
cent increase. What taxpayer 
can afford this unreasonable 
tax burden? 

"I believe Mr. Gardner and 
Mr. Locke in presenting, this 


money owed to cities and towns 
that participated in the educa¬ 
tional incentive program for 
police. This program is contro¬ 
versial. Since it gave increased 
salary benefits to police in 
return for taking courses that 
may have no bearing on police 
work, many find it a wasteful 
bonanza. But that does not 
mitigate the fact that the towns 
and cities that participated 
were promised state money to 
pay for half of the plan and 
took the step of participating 
with that understanding. 

For fiscal 1975, $11.7 million 
for payments in lieu of taxes 
and $250,000 for police in¬ 
centive pay have been added. 
School transportation has al¬ 
ready been included in the 
main budget request, House 1. 

The governor announced 
that there would be no new 
taxes. In order to pay for the 
new appropriations, reserve 
funds, increased federal 
revenues and hospital reim¬ 
bursements, and increased 
interest on tax receipts will be 
used, and there will be a $48 
million budget cut. 

This cut is similar to the 
Shepard Amendment for fiscal 
1973. With the exception of the 
Local Aid accounts and certain 
other exemptions, it is an 
across the board 6.5 percent cut 
with the funds that are deleted 
being placed in a Special 
Reserve Account for each sec¬ 
retariat to be used only in 
emergencies. 

A trickly process perhaps, 
but one that could provide 
important relief to the property 
taxpayer.

Dr. Query felt there was 
general rapport with the School 
Committee but added that the 
Councilors could have worked 
more effectively and efficiently 
if they had been allowed to have 
copies of budget information to 
study before and after they 
were handed “12 or 15 sheets to 
understand and digest in one 


evening. 

The statement, reportedly 
read to the Town Council by 
Locke, and given to the Aga¬ 
wam Citizen by Nardi, reads: 

“The Agawam School Com¬ 
mittee, the duly elected body 
responsible for public educa- 
atio in Agawam, is deeply con¬ 
cerned with the most recent 
comments of Councilor Nardi. 

The school administration 
should be credited publicly for 
trying to hold costs down, pro¬ 
vide better education, promote 
fair and impartial personnel 
practices and initiate federally

2. No federal funds are being 
put together to 'cover' the bus 
problems.
